Following >re possible immediate consequences of a People's Party 
government in Singapore: 

A * Government will be basically anti-Western,

C. The probable release of Jailed Outright-Communist leaders to 
continue their disruptive activities. 

IT. Because of British strength, however, no government in Singapore 
could openly use Communist methods of government.
